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A FOREWORD 



The public sale of this extensive and varied collection of Oriental 
rugs at this time offers a considerable opportunity, both to purchasers 
for immediate utility needs and to persons who enjoy selecting fine 
things in competition with others who appreciate them. The war which 
effected so many other changes in the affairs of men induced a con- 
dition under which it has been next to impossible to obtain good rugs 
from the East, and as a consequence prices are at a level to direct 
attention to the occasion of an unrestricted public sale of such fabrics. 

The sale is made by the American Art Association for the Colonial 
Trust Company of Philadelphia and as to a part of the Chinese rugs 
for The New York Trust Company of New York City. Among the 
interests represented is the estate of Mr. M. N. Pappadopoulo, a 
widely known and extensively operating merchant of Constantinople 
and Athens, who was one of the victims of the Lusitania crime, and 
also the estate of the late E. A. Bischoff, Peking and London, the 
forty-three Chinese rugs having been collected by him. 

The rugs of the Nearer East have been classified by a man cog- 
nizant of the territories and characteristics of this manufacture. They 
include antique pieces, productions of the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries, and also modem workmanship. The description, old weave, 
applies to fabrics made on private looms, prior to the establishment of 
factory production which commercialism in the last quarter of a cen- 
tury or thereabouts has instituted. The old weave Ispahans rank as 
the finest productions in this class in the nineteenth century, made on 
the Court Looms of Persia in the city of Tabriz, the former looms of 
Hadji Baba, who had in his service the best weavers. Rugs produced 
by him have been said to be the only ones of the nineteenth century 
made with the care and attention to details characterizing the making 
of the Ispahans of the earlier periods. His were, according to report, 
the works used to the largest extent by the Court of Persia in making 
presents to the European Courts. 

The collection from the Near East, including both the older 
and the newer examples, is probably one of the most comprehensive and 



valuable offered at auction here, and, comprised in large part of 
Persian weaves, includes also those of the Caucasus, and Turkish 
fabrics from Asia Minor. The Samarcands, of Turkestan, closely 
related to the Chinese, are also represented. Some of the older weaves 
are practically extinct so far as appearance in the markets is con- 
cerned, and in the main have to be sought in private possession. 

The collection of Chinese rugs brings forward some of great 
beauty, and displays the usual range of Celestial motives and restful 
color. It also presents some rarely seen designs. A palace piece in 
silk is a regal contribution to the display. 

In both collections some careful repairs and restorations have been 
bestowed upon worthy fabrics, for their improvement in serviceability. 
And in both collections artisanship rises into art, as well as serving 
utility. 

For those interested in the arithmetic of rug weaving, an object 
of attention in the Nearer East collection is to be found in what has 
been called "The Rug of the Five Million Knots," a rug with approxi- 
mately 1,000 knots to the square inch. Tapestry and velvet are also 
represented in the collection.

4. Delivery of any purchase will be made only upon payment 
of the total amount due for all purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made on sales days between the hours of 9 
A. M. and 1 P. M., and on other days — except holidays — between the 
hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Delivery of any purchase will be made only at the American Art 
Galleries, or other place of sale, as the case may be, and only on pre- 
senting the bill of purchase. 

Delivery may be made, at the discretion of the Association, of 
any purchase during the session of the sale at which it was sold. 

5. Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business in 
which the Association is in no wise engaged, and will not be performed 



by the Association for purchasers. The Association will, however, 
afford to purchasers every facility for employing at current and 
reasonable rates carriers and packers ; doing so, however, without any 
assumption of responsibility on its part for the acts and charges of 
the parties engaged for such service. 

6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of the pur- 
chaser. Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer's hammer, and 
thereafter, while the Association will exercise due caution in caring 
for and delivering such purchase, it will not hold itself responsible if 
such purchase be lost, stolen, damaged or destroyed. 

Storage charges will be made upon all purchases not removed 
within ten days from the date of the sale thereof. 

7. Guarantee is not made either by the owner or the Association 
of the correctness of the description, genuineness or authenticity of any 
lot, and no sale will be set aside on account of any incorrectness, 
error of cataloguing, or any imperfection not noted. Every lot is 
on public exhibition one or more days prior to its sale, after which 
it is sold "as is" and without recourse. 

The Association exercises great care to catalogue every lot cor- 
rectly, and will give consideration to the opinion of any trustworthy 
expert to the effect that any lot has been incorrectly catalogued, and, 
in its judgment, may either sell the lot as catalogued or make mention 
of the opinion of such expert, who thereby would become responsible 
for such damage as might result were his opinion without proper 
foundation.
